[AS AMENDED BY THE SELECT COMMITTEE] 

TO 



Empower the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Customs to acquire certain Lands and Houses 
in the Borough of Belfast, for the Purpose of 
erecting a Custom House and other Offices and 
Buildings required for the Public Service in the 
said Borough. 



W HEREAS, in consequence of the Increase of the Trade Preamble, 
and Population of the Borough of Belfast, it has become 
§ necessary to erect a new Custom House and other Offices 
and Buildings for the Public Service in the said Borough: And 
5 whereas the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Customs require to take 
certain Lands and Houses in the said Borough for the Site of the 
said Custom House and other Offices and Buildings ; but the same 
cannot be effected without the Aid and Authority of Parliament : May 
it therefore please Your Majesty that it maybe enacted; and be it 
10 enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and bv the Authority of 
the same, as follows ; (that is to say,) 



I. That the several Provisions of the “ Lands Clauses Consolida- Extending 
. 15 tion Act, 1845,” shall, so far as the same may be applicable to and

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are not inconsistent with or modified by the Provisions of this Act, 
he incorporated with and form Part of this Act, and shall lie appli- 
cable to the Purposes thereof. 

Short Title II. That in citing this Act in other Acts of Parliament, and in any) 
of Act. l eg . a l Instruments or other Documents, it shall be sufficient to use the 6 
Expression “ The Belfast Custom House Act, 1852.”

the Council of the said Borough, are authorized to agree with the

That it shall be lawful for the Commissioners, if they shall Commis- 
deem it expedient, to take upon Lease any of the Lands required for 
the Purposes of this Act, or any Interest therein, for such Term, at on Lease, 
such Rent, and subject to such Conditions and Covenants as the 
said Commissioners may think proper. 

35 XIII. And whereas by the “ Belfast, Harbour Act, 1847,” it is Comrais- 
provided that the Belfast Harbour Commissioners should amongst ^Tportion 
other things fill up the Old Dock, then known by the Name of of Albert 
“ Limekiln Dock,” in the said Borough within Two Years from the Square * 
passing thereof, and that the Site of the said Dock should be for 
40 ever thereafter left open aud free from all Obstruction : And whereas 
the said Dock has been filled up as required by the said Act, and the 
Site thereof now forms Part of the Street or Square called “ Albert 
Square,” a Portion of which will be required for the Purposes of this 
315. B Act: 
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Act: Be it therefore enacted, That so much of the said “Belfast 
Harbour Act, 1847,” as provides that the Site of the Limekiln Docks 
shall he for ever thereafter left open and free from all Obstruction 
shall, so far as relates to the Portion of Albert Square mentioned in 
the Schedule to this Act, and defined upon the Plan deposited as 5 
aforesaid showing the Property required to he taken for the Purposes 
of this Act, he and the same is hereby repealed. 

XIV. That the following Words and Expressions used in this Act 
shall have the several Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there 
be something in the Subject or Context repugnant to such Construe- io
